An independent study of the purpose and role of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy will be undertaken by the George Washington University National Law Center, 
it was announced today by Dean Louis H. Mayo of the university's Graduate School 
of Public Law. 

The inquiry, which will begin in September and take one year to complete, is 
made possible by a grant from the Edgar Stern Family Fund, a Louisiana foundation. 

Focal point of the study will be an analysis and evaluation of the Joint 
Committee as an instrument of democratic government. 

"Because of the JCAE’s unique status and the extraordinary authority vested in

the secrecy-shrouded frontiers of science and technology. 

"Our program of inquiry, which will examine all relevant sDurces of information 
and include personal interviews, will attempt to answer the following questions con¬ 
cerning the JCAE: Is an institution like the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
necessary for exercising legislative authority over programs like atomic energy? 
Should a comparable Joint Committee device be used in other fields such as our 
national space, civil defense, and central intelligence programs? How do the 
operations of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy affect the operations and r v -

Capt* Lowell ¥* Williams, USN (Ret.), former Superintendent of the U* S* Naval 
Postgraduate School in Monterey, California, has been appointed Assistant Dean of 
the School of Government, Business, and International Affairs at George Washington 
University, Washington, D. C., the university announced today. 

In the newly-created post of assistant dean, Capt. Williams will assist Dean 
A. M. Woodruff in administering the rapidly expanding program of the school. 

Capt. Williams, a native of Oskaloosa, Iowa, grew up in Huntington, Indiana. 

He attended Huntington College and Purdue University before entering the U. S. 

Naval Academy, where he was graduated and commissioned in 1931. He also holds the 
degree of Master of Science in Public Administration from Ohio State University. 

A Naval Aviator, Capt. Williams was awarded his Wings in 1933. During World 
War II, he served as Operations Officer at the Naval Air Station at Quonset Point, 
Rhode Island, and later as commanding officer of Headquarters Squadron 16 , operating 
in the South Atlantic. He became Naval Air Member of the U. S.Naval Mission to 
Brazil in 19Uu During the Korean War, he was commanding officer of the USS Corson, 
which supported patrol plane operations in the Korean theater. 

Capt. Williams became commanding officer of the USS Valley Forge in 1955. He 
later served as Deputy Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel for Plans, and in 1959 
became Chief of Staff to the Superintendent of the U. S. Naval Postgraduate School 
in Monterey, California. He was named Superintendent in I960. 

His other duty assignments have included service on the USS Memphis, USS Ten¬ 
nessee, and USS Tarawa, and in Hawaii and the Alaskan and Aleutian areas, as well 

as several posts with the Bureau of Naval Personnel.

Fr. McNally was bom in New York iJity on December 2h, 1917. He attended 
St. Francis Xavier High School in that city and from 1935-37 was a student at 
Fordham U n iversity. On August 15, 1937, he entered the Society of Jesus at 
the Jesuit Novitiate in Wernersville, Pa. In 19U2 he received his A.B. from 
Georgetwon University and the following year his Fh.L. (philosophy) from 
Woodstock College in Woodstock, Maryland. After teaching three years in 
New York City, Fr. McNally was ordained to the priesthood at Woodstock College 
in June, 19'i9. On completion of his theological studies he received the 
M.A. degree in medieval history at Batholic University in Washington, and 
from 1951-5? worked in the famous medieval seminar at the University of 
Munich from which he received the Ph.D, in medieval studies. 1$ 1957 he 
was appointed to the Chair of Church History and History of Dogma at Woodstock 
College, the oldest Jesuit faculty of theology in the United States. At 
various times, Fr. McNally has been guest professor of theology in the 
homors program at Georgetown University. Active in intellectual circles, 
he is Secretary of the Patristic Adademy of America and member of the

Executive Council of the American Catholic Historical Association. 

Fr. McNally's field of concentration is the history of Catholic thought, 
especially in transition from the patristic to the medieval period. He is 
the author of studies in Church History, Old Ireland and the history of the 
interpretation of the Bible. At present he is working on a comprehensive 
study of the historical development of biblical studies in the medieval 
world, a scholarly project made possible by a recent grant from The American 
Council of Learned Socieites. His last book, The Bible in the Early Middle 


Ages , is well known to historians of Catholic thought
